2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It appears that the 
prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious, a balloon catheter comprising, inter alia, a 
balloon and a plurality of tubular members, wherein the balloon catheter has a structure in which 
a first tubular member having as one purpose thereof to allow a slidable guide wire to pass 
through the interior thereof, the first tubular member is comprised of multiple layers having an 
outermost laver provided, and the outermost surface of the first tubular member is comprised of 
the outermost laver, wherein the first tubular member is deployed passing through the interior of 
the balloon, and the balloon and the outer surface of the first tubular member are fused 
concentrically in the vicinity of the distal end of the catheter; and wherein a Shore hardness of a 
material configuring the outermost surface of at least that portion of the first tubular member 
where the balloon is fused is lower than the Shore hardness of a material configuring the balloon 
and variations thereof
